FIND HIDDEN TREASURE. 


SpBBlBh Coi»« Oi-er 1OO Tears Old Dis- 


covered in Florida. 


Some negroes engaged recently in re- 


moving the coquina walls of an old 
Spanish casa that had been demolished 
to make room for a modern structure 
found a few Spanish doubloons in a 
little niche that had been cut into the 
wall. 
The date on one of the coins 


showed it to be 160 years old. It is sup- 
[>osed that the coins were placed in the 
hole in the wall during the Seminole 
Indian war of half a century ago. 
Every man was his own banker in those 
days, and hid his gold in the walls, 
chimneys, under the houses, and those 
who believed that ghoits would keep 
bad people away hid their gold in the 
graveyard. Periodically there is a re- 
vival of gold hunting, many of the 
early settlers believing that the old 
town is rich in gold deposits, and when 
ever an old building is to be torn down 
many volunteer to "work for just what 
they can find." Within the past few 
years several sums of gold have been 
dug up on Anastasia island, opposite 
this city, by fishermen. This led to or- 
ganized parties, whose prospecting was 
guided by visions from clairvoyants, 
who can discover fortunes for others, 
but not for themsekes. 


That there ib a great deal of hidden 


treasure in Florida there can be little 
doubt, but the secret of the hiding 
place died with the Spaniards who 
were killed by the ferocious Seminoks 
nnd the pirates who infested this coast 
in earlier times. 
. 


The crews of wrecked vessels buried 


their money along the coast and were 
cither killed by the hostile Indians or 
fled for their lives. In either event 
the treasure remained buried and its 
location forgotten or the sailors never 
returned. 


The stories of hidden treasure on the 


coast of Florida and in this ancient 
city are not based upon stories of early 
Spanibh residents, as many lucky finds 
will testify. An exploring part}-, under 
the guise of tourists, recently took a 
trip down the coast, touching at various 
islands and putting in at the inlets, os- 
tensibly fishing and hunting. While 
this is part of the programme, they are 
out more for profit than for pleasure. 
—Chicago Chronicle.

A CELEBRATED CASE, 


HARGE IS MURDER 


The most important murder case which 


las ever been tried in Maoon county will 
legln Monday morning U the circuit 
ourt before Judge E. P. Vail. It will be 
he trial of Joseph Mauzy, son of ex- 
berlff John Miuzy, for tbe alleged mur- 
erofMat McKlnlay on July 3, 1889, a 
rime for which Jaok Faunco Is now serv' 
ng a life term in the penitentiary. 


The trial will likely be the most pro- 


onped that has ever been held in this 
ounty and has probably excited more 
ubllo interest tban any other. The OBEO 
a a peculiar and Interesting one. The 
act that the accused Is so well known In 
his city and at one time held a public 
wsltlon, makes the matter one of general 
nterest. Joe Mauzy was turnkey at thu 
ounty jail at the time cf the murder of 
iIoKinley, while, his father, John H. 
Mauzy, was sheriff of Macon county. The 
ase Is a singular one In view of the fact 
bat one roanjwas arrested, tried, found 
;uilty by a jnry and sentenced to tbe 
itmltontiary for life,"and now, after eight 
'ears, another man is indicted and is to 
be tried for tbe same crime. 


Tbe trial of the oaae will bo a desperate 


cgal battle. Some of tbe best lawyers 
n this part of the state will be connected 
with tbe case. Attorney W. C. Johns, 
wbo has mado himself prominent as a de- 
ender of criminals, and Attorney I. A 
Buckingham, who is recognized as one 
of the hardest lighters among the lawyers 
of the city, have been secured to defend 
Mauzy. On tho other side assisting States 
Attorney I. R. Mills in the prosecution, 
will be Attorney Hugh Crea, who is one 
of tbe veteran leading lawyers In this 
part of the state, und Attorney C. C. Le- 
'orgee, wbo although a younger man, t»« 
Igurcd conspicnosly In Important critu- 
nal cases. This array of legal talent Is a 
sufficient guarantee that the trial will be 
a fair one and that every bit of evidence 
which may lead tbe jury to find an im- 
partial verdict will be brought out. 


Mr Crea will have charge of the proie- 


cntlon, B3cording to the request of Mr. 
Mills. The position of tbo state's attor- 
ney In the matter Is a rather unusual one 
and for this reason bo nsks that other 
lawyers 1)6 employed. 
When Manzy was 


wrought into court and tho tlmo set for 
trial Mr. Mills made tho request of the 
judge that ho appoint to iwry on the 
prosecution attorneys In whom tho pub- 
ic would have confidence- aid whoso abil- 
ty and honesty could not bo questioned. 
Mr. Mills said that ho tbouqht this coureo 
was best as he had once appeared us tbe 
prosecuting attorney against Faunce, who 
was charged with the same crimo and as 
there might possibly be some foaling If he 
again appeared In the same position 
against another man charged with the 
same irimo for which hu once succeeded 
n convicting Faunce. Judge Vail agreed 
with the state's attorney and said that be 
would comply with the 'request In order 
;o remove any public feeling which might 
exist and to relieve Mr Mills of any pub- 
lic prosecution. The obolcc made by the 
court wag Mr. Crea and Mr. Leforgee. 


THE ACCUSED. 


Joe Manzy, the accused man, Is tbe 


only son of John H. Mauzy. A few years 
after tbe latter's term of office expired tb > 
family iroved from tbe city. Joe Mauz/ 
Is married and has two children and for 
some time past has been living on an 80- 
acre farm neer Oakland, 111. Tbe father 
resides on a large farm about a half 
mile from bis son's home. While Mr. 
Maczy was sheriff of this county Joe ant- 
ed as turnkey at the jail, wherein be Is 
now held In custody. He was well known 
In Deontnr and even though It bas been a 
number of yean sinco he lived In the 
city be has many acquaintances in the 
community. 


Since tbe prisoner was arreettd and 


brought back to this city be has declined 
to have anything to say In regard to bis 
case. He received a few ot his friends 
tbe flrst night be arrived In the olty, bat 
be has all along flatly refuted to talk to 
newvpaper men and has seen only his

Mauzy was arraigned in tbe circuit 


court on Tuesday, February 8. His at- 
torney, W. C. Johns, entered for him the 
plea of not guilty. 
After a long consul- 


tation tbe judge set tho trial of tbe case 
for Monday, March 14. Mauzy then ro 
turned to tbe county jail, where be ha*> 
since been kept. 


It is likely that the case will bo in pro- 


gress for about tbreg weeks. A special 
venire of 100 jurymen has been drawn 
and in coinplalnce with the request of 
Judge Vull tbo supervisors put in tbe 
petit jury box tho names of 200 more 
men. On account of the fact that most 
everyone is familiar with tbe story of tbe 
case and because so many have opinions 
in regard to It tbe probabilities are that 
tbe attorneys will have a bard time In se- 
curing a jury. It is not unlikely that tbe 
first week will be taken up and that eev- 
eral bundled men will be examined before 
a jury is selected. For this reason tbe 
trial will cost the county a large sum of 
money. 


1'hc court 
room will doubtless be 


crowded every day with Interested spec- 
tators eager to listen to all of the evidence 
and arguments in a case which Is being 
tried so long atter the crluic was commit- 
ted and which will settle forever tbe ques- 
tion as to whether Jack Faunce or Joe 
Manzy Is guilty ot tbe murder of Mat 
MoKlnley.

When they reached the alloy a small man 
with a §;Tioo'iiU fthavefi faoe -tupped and 
addressed JUrs.Griflin by tlie name of Idv 
The women paid no attention to him and 
then the man used Insulting language. 
Mat MoKmloy was passing on the other 
side of tbe street and tut) womtm HW him 
and called 10 him. They continued down 
tbe street while McElnley crossed over, 
and when the women were, according to 
their statements,about 40 feet away when 
the shot was llred. Barney MoKinley, a 
brother of Mat, was the first to reach the 
place and found the wounded man tilting 
wltb his back against the barn.

thought by persons who were in the 
neighborhood that a man was seen run- 
ning east through the alley.

Bad of the Cotton Strike. 


American Economist: The strike of 


earern cotton mill operative", which be- 
gan January 17, was practically ended 
last week, tbe King Phillip Mills at Fall 
Hirer, Mais., resuming work on the 21st 
ultimo, and others more or less promptly 
following:. 
Tbe mill owners made no 


concessions, adhering to their original de- 
termination to rednoe wages, and tbe op- 
eartivet were compelled to yield through 
exhaustion of their financial resources. 


Tbe closing of the eastern cotton mills 


unfortunately occurred at a time when 
nearly every otber branch of industry in 
the country was prospering. 
Tbe results 


of the previous 'year's business In almost 
all lines of trade had been generally satis- 
factory. 
The 
country 
was enriched 


through tbe marketing of Us wheat and 
other crops at high prices; money was 
abundant; the utmost confidence was felt 
In the maintenance of tbe gold standard; 
American manufacturing enterprise had 
successfully invaded foreign fields; man- 
ufacturer!! were hopeful of still more on- 
oonraging results In the current year; tbe 
benefits of the policy of protection to 
American industries were daily growing 
more manifest, and tbe ysar opened with 
every indication of Us being Jhe most 
prosperous ever experienced. 


Therefore tbo strike of tbe eastern cot- 


ton operatives was an^ezlremely unfortu- 
nate event. It gave opportunity for tbo 
opponents of President MoKlnley's ad- 
ministration and the enemies of the pro- 
tective policy to assert, with same sem- 
blanoe of troth, tbat tbe prosperous con- 
ditions which were expected to follcw, 
and which really did follow, tbe Inaugu- 
ration of tbo new administration had not 
been so general as had been represented. 
Tb* spectacle was presented of depression 
in I/a Important industry, wbile otber In- 
dustries were enjoying a comparatively 
blgb degree of prosperity. 
Unreasoning 


and unreasonable critics boldly asserted 
that tbe protective policy was directly re- 
sponsible for tbls depression in tbe cotton 
Industry. 


There were,[however, eoonoml: causes 


for tbe depression which, whan, carefully 
ezamlnsd, will show why this Industry 
Was exceptionally affected. 
Tbe most P.J- 


tsnt factor contributing to the depression 
was tbe decreased consumption of coarse 
goods. Manofacturtra of fine goods, how- 
ever, were not affected. 
Indeed, eattern 


mills which produced the floor grades of 
goods found a ready market for their pro- 
ducts, and they were prosperous, 


The proeperty which was enjoyed In 


other parts of the country was, of itself, 
one Important factor contributing to the 
depression In certain grades of goods. 
Distributers of cheap cotton dregs fabrics 
found that tbe demand for them had 
gradually subsided. Tbe direct consum- 
ers of goods bad discovered more desira- 
ble and more attractive substitutes in silk 
and In woolen and cotton mixtures for 
the other styles of cotton dress good*.

HAS ANIMALS TO SELL. 


in Interview with a Queer New 


York Merchant. 


lie Deal* In Elephant*, Tl&era, 
Cam- 


elm, Etc.—Says Monkeys Arc Cheap 


and Plentiful—\VI1<1 CameU In 


the United States.

Down in South street, with its redo- 


lent atmosphere of tar and fish, almost 
under the span of the big Brooklyn 
bridge, is the queerest shop in all New 
York. The sign above the door boars 
simply the name, Donald Hums, ar.d 
the window, like that of the ordinary 
bird dealer, is filled with wooden cages 
inside which yellow songsters hop 
about from perch to perch, now and 
then stopping1 to look through the dusty 
panes at the hurrying world and the 
big ships from the \\ est Indies and 
South America that'anchorrightaeross 
the way. It is only by passing inside 
the building that one gets a true idea 
of the bubine&s carried on here. All 
about the walls are cages and boxes 
filled with 
almost everything 
that 


walks, climbs or crawls, while in the 
rear of the long room are tied a couple 
of elephants, \\lio spend most of their 
time in placidly feeding hay into their 
capacious mov»s, unmindful of the din 
that roars about them in the street 
outside. 


Behind n big desk at one end of the 


room bits the proprietor cf-this non- 
descript stock o£ goods—a pleasant, 


ones, I think, except tho baby rhin- 
oceros which I have here.'* Mr. Burns 
pointed to a corner, where stood a 
queer-looking beast about as large as 
an ordinary hog, blinking out of small 
eyes beneath folds of leathery skin and 
switching his diminutive tail. 


"Camels can be bought as easily as 


horses and are worth from $2oO to $300. 
Most of them come from Africa. It is 
not generally known but it is true that 
there are wild camels in the United 
Stutes. They were bought by the gov- 
ernment years ago to carry mail across 
the southwesfern desert, but the rough 
ground hurt their feet and they proved 
to be useless. They were turned loose 
in Arizona, where there are still a few 
cf them in a wild state. Camels, like 
elephants, live to such a great age that 
there is not a very steady market for 
them." 


"You deal in snakes, too, do you 


not?" 


For nnswcr Mr. Burns led the way to 


the rcir of the store and lifted the lid 
of a long wooden bo\ in which only a 
confused mass of dark onils could be 
seen. lie pushed the mass gently, and 
instantly three heads with L'litterin;; 
eyes were reared above the edge of the 
box. 


"Boas,* said Mr. Burns, calmly, as I 


jumped back with a startled exclama- 
tion. "They won't hurt anything, for 
they arc pretty sleepy in here." 


An oulcry from the opposite side of 


the room attracted oiir attention at 
that moment. 
Going over there wo 


found one of the attendants with a 
stick in his hands standing before the 
cage of a big black bear. Bruin had 


gray-haired Scotchman, who is making 
out bills for elephants, tigers and cam- 
els in as matter-of-fact a fashion as 
other merchants figure the cost of 
yards of silk or calico. This is Mr. 
Donald Burns, dealer in snakes birds 
andanimals, \\hose specialty isthe sup- 
plying of parks, zoos and menageries 
with their various attractions. 
Mr. 


Burns will undertake to furnish you 
with any kinS of beast, bird or rep- 
tile in existoi.cf; though in .some cast-* 
he requires a little time tc do it, for 
his stock sometimes runs out in cer- 
tain departments. 


In spite of hit* qne^r biiMnr.ss—or per- 


haps because of it—the old animal 
dealer is a wry courteous and plensiint- 
ir.annered man. lie is willing to sit 
and chat with nnj body v> ho invades his 
"circus," as he calls it, and is never 
disturbed by the chorus of yelps and 
hows that MmH'limes.lill the shop and 
which would drive .a nervous man 
era/y. 


"Business?" repeated Mr. Burns, in 


nnc.A\er to my first question, F.K he put 
down an order for "one male tiger" for 
the "grancireo" of Zacetecas, Mexico. 
"Yes, it's pretty good now. This is the 
time of year when circuses and menag- 
eries begin to fit out for the corning 
season, and from now on until May we 
sl^ili be busy filling orders from them. 
I have sold animals to most of the big 
bhous in this countr}' and Europe nt 
one time or another, and that is one of 
the principal branches of my busi- 
ness." 


"What are the animals most in de- 


mand?" 


"Monkeys, lions, tigers, and ele- 


phants. Every show must have these 
at least. They are the staples of the 
business. Contrary to general belief, 
they are much cheaper now than tensor 
twenty years ago, for the business of 
capturing them has grown until it has 
been systematized. An elephant now 
sells for from $200 to $2,000, according 
to size. Formerly they brought twice 
as much. 
Lions and tigers are often 


sold in pairs and bring about the same 
prices. Especially fine specimens some- 
times sell for more. Monkeys are very 
plentiful and cheap. 


"How are the animals obtained 7" 
"South America, Africa, and 
India 


are the great countries for supplying 
wilfl animals. Most of them are caught 
by natives who either capture them in 
fraps or lure them inside of stockades 
and then hind them with cords. They 
are bought up by dealers, from whom 
I obtain them. I have agents in all 
parts of the world, and when there is 
a special demand for any kind of ani- 
mal that cannot be got in this way, I 
send out one of my own men. I have 
a man up in Canada now who is get- 
ting some beavers and martens on an 
order." 


"Whnt is the most difficult animal to 


obtain ?'' 


'Probably the giraffe. They are very 


rare, and so far as I atn aware tliere 
is not a single lire specimen in this 
country at present. A good specimen 
would be worth $10,000 if one could be 
obtained. But they are risky property, 
for in captivity they are likely to die 
In spite of the best of care. 
The 


rhinoceros is also difficult to obtain. 
There is one In the Central park zoo, 
one In Philadelphia, and I know of one 
In a menagerie. Those sre the only 


eaten away a good part of tho woodor 
iloor of his prison and v»as on the point 
of escaping when he v\us detected. A 
plank was quickly thrust into tin' 
opening and the bear drhen to the 
back of the i-;ige, where he stood growl- 
ing and looking on while workmen re- 
paired the damage. 


The commotion caused by this atlaii 


had set the \\hule ship in au uproar 
There \\ere ^eljih like those of a do^ 
from the cage \\herc a pair of beautiful 
black \\ohcs from northern Canada 
were kept. 
The .Sumatra ape, \\ IKJ 


looked like a funny old man, .sei/.ed the 
b;rrs of his cage and shook them \io- 
k'ntl}. The hhrill-\oiced coekatuos be- 
gan to squawk and hop about exeilrilly. 
Two lynxes and a pair of tigers added 
to the din. 


I could distinguish a voice like Hie 


crying of a frcttul baby; and on look- 
ing about to find its source I traced it 
to the cage in \\hleh a pair of ring- 
tailed monkeys were contined. 
They 


uere huudled together in a corner. e\i- 
dently scared, for they kept uttering 
their plainlhe cries exactly like those 
of a little child, while their bright e;,es 
wandered questioningly. 


"Once in inUiile one of the animals- 


breaks out," continued Mr. Burns, when 
the uproar had quieted someuhat, "and 
then we hiue a lively time for a few 
moments, but nothing serious has ever 
happened* 
\Vhen a uild animal gets 


free he is usually bewildered at first, 
and before he knows what has hap- 
pened \\'f. have him back in his cage 
again. It is an easy matter to deal 
with animals if you know just what to 
do and always make the first mo\c." 


As Mr. Burns has been in his present 


business for 30 years, and before that 
WHS for a long time a hunter, he may 
be presumed to know just what to do. 


"Are any American animals sent 


abroad?" 


"Yes, a great many. The last thing 


I shipped was a big white crane, a bird 
that is found sometimes along the low- 
er Mississippi. It went to the country 
estate of Lord Aylcsbury. There are 
American deer in the duke of Marl- 
borough's park at Blenheim, nr.d in 
fcevera! other places; and there nrp a 
few head of bison in European zoos." 


Mr. Burns then pointed to an iron- 


barred cage inside which a big, grace- 


ful, 
tawny-colored animal was walking 


noiselessly but rapidly to and fro. 
"That is a Rocky mountain lion," said 
he, "and it is to be shipped abroad to 
a dealer. There are more private game 
parks and zoological gardens in Europe 
than in this country, and they take a 
great many specimens of American 
animals."

THE DEAD BODY 


Of Willey Royston Found 


This Morning 


AT THE EWING RESIDENCE 


In the Yard Near the^ouse—Had Been 


Employed as a Nurse in the 


Family for Many 


Years. 


Tho dead body of Miss Willey A. Roy 


Eton, an elderly woman, wai found at 


9:30 
o'clock this morning In the front 


yard of the Ewlng residence on Forest 
avenne, Tbe body was near the house 
and the woman had evidently fallen off 
tbe porob. Tbe deceased bid been em- 
ployed as a nurse In the Ewing family for 
the past 16 years. 


It Is not known at just what time or 


In what manner Mlsa Iloyston met her 
death. M. J. McCanly, a man who is 
employed about the place, bad been work- 
Ing about the barn until 9:30 o'clock, 
when he came around tho side of tbo 
bouse and found Miss Royston lying 
close to tbe west end of tbe large torch, 
whioh extends across tbe north side of 
be house. Be did not known she was 
dead and picking her ap carried her into 
the house and aroused the family. Mrs. 
Dr. Grlmea was called, but tbe woman 
was dead when she was found. Miss Roy- 
ton bad been In the habit of arising at 6 
o'clock In the morning before tbe otbor 
oaonpants of tbe house were awake and 
tbis morning she was not missed until 
found in tbe yard. 
It is thought beyond 


a* doubt that sho fell off the 
porob. 


The railing is very low and tbe porch was 
slippery and It would bo an easy matter 
for any one If they were leaning over tbe 
railing to fall. 
Tbe top nf the railing Is 


about eight feet from the gronnd. Tbe 
only mark on tho body was a wound on 
the forehead which bad evidently been 
caused by the bead striking the ground in 
the fall. 
Tbe ground had been disturbed 


where the feet struck. 


Coroner Bendure and Deputy Coroner 


Roy Bendure were called and went to tbe 
Ewlng residence this afternoon to invest! 
gate the case. An examination of Miss 
Royston's room did not throw any light 
on tbe matter. Thero was no evidence of 
htr having been ill nor of any attempt at 
suicide. It is thought that she simply 
was feeling ill and went out an'the poroh 
for fresh air and was stricken with an 
attack of heart dlseaase and fell over tbe 
railing. Dr. Grimes is of the opinion 
that the death was due to heart disease 
and not to the fall. 
Miss Royston bad 


boen ia feeble healtb far some time past 
and had been rapidly failing. 


Miss Royston was deaf and dumb, but 


she had been a faithful servant in tbo 
Ewin-? fau-ily, having been employed by 
Mrs. EwinB ia a nurse for bur children 
for tho past 10 years.
